Evan  Solot 

The  work  of  composer  Evan  Solot,  a  University  of  the  Arts  professor 
and  Composition  department  chair,  has  earned  accolades  and  support 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation, 
the  McKnight  Foundation,  and  the  American  Composers  Forum,  to 
name  just  a  few.  A  Fulbright  Scholar,  he  composes  for  orchestras, 
jazz  groups,  pop  recordings,  dance,  theater,  film  and  commercials, 
collaborating  with  poet  Sonia  Sanchez,  playwright  Ntosake  Shange, 
Stevie  Wonder,  and  University  alumni  including  bassist  Stanley  Clarke 
'71  (Bass)  and  choreographer  Judith  Jamison  '64  (Dance).  His  music  has 
been  performed  by  leading  jazz  and  pop  performers  including  Randy 
and  Michael  Brecker,  Kurt  Filing,  Mel  Torme  and  Ben  Vereen. 

A  former  trumpet  player,  Solot  toured  with  Bette  Midler,  Burt 
Bacharach,  Frank  Sinatra  and  Lou  Rawls,  and  served  as  lead  trumpet  in 
more  than  50  Broadway  shows. 

Fiis  music  underscores  the  award-winning  documentary  "Standing  in 
the  Shadows  of  Motown"  and  is  part  of  Naxos  Records'  American 
Essentials  series  with  the  Chestnut  Brass.  He  also  orchestrated  the  new 
NBC  Nightly  News  Theme.  Solot  earned  B.M.,  and  M.M.  degrees  from 
the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy,  now  the  University  of  the  Arts. 


Leonard  Lehrer 

Leonard  Lehrer  is  an  award-winning  painter  and  printmaker.  His  work 
is  in  the  collections  of  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  The  National  Gallery,  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of 
Art  and  many  other  institutions.  Lehrer  was  presented  with  a  Lifetime 
Achievement  Award  in  Printmaking  from  the  Southern  Graphics  Council 
International  in  2009. 

A  Fulbright  Scholar,  Lehrer  received  his  BFA  from  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  (now  the  University  of  the  Arts)  in  1956  and  his  MFA 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1960.  He  served  as  co-director 
of  the  Foundation  Program  at  PCA.  Lehrer  has  also  led  the  schools  or 
departments  of  art  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  the  University 
of  Texas  at  San  Antonio,  Arizona  State  University,  and  New  York 
University;  he  served  as  dean  and  associate  provost  at  Columbia 
College  Chicago;  and  he  is  currently  a  visiting  professor  and  director 
of  the  Printmaking  Convergence  Program  at  the  University  of  Texas  at 
Austin.  Lehrer  is  a  Founding  Trustee  of  the  International  Print  Center 
New  York,  and  was  a  member  of  the  original  College  Art  Association 
Committee  charged  with  developing  national  guidelines  for  the  MFA 
and  the  BFA  degrees.

It  is  a  University  of  the  Arts  tradition  tliat  during  its  Commencement 
ceremony  the  institution  bestows  its  highest  honorary  degree,  the  Doctor 
of  Fine  Arts,  honoris  causa,  on  one  or  more  distinguished  individuals. 
Honorary  degrees  are  conferred  honoris  causa,  "for  the  sake  of  honor." 
Honorary  degrees  are  generally  awarded  for  one  of  three  reasons:  To 
recognize  extraordinary  intellectual  or  artistic  achievement;  to  honor 
service  to  the  University  and  to  the  wider  society;  and  to  recognize  men 
and  women  who  might  serve  as  examples  to  the  institution's  student 
body.  The  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts,  honoris  causa,  honors  both  the  grantee 
and  the  spirit  of  the  institution. 

Louis  J.  Massiah 

Louis  Massiah  is  an  Emmy  Award-winning  independent  documentary 
film  maker  whose  films  often  explore  historical  and  political 
subjects,  and  are  seen  widely  on  public  television  and  at  film  festivals 
internationally.  He  is  the  founder  and  executive  director  of  the  Scribe 
Video  Center  in  Philadelphia,  a  media  arts  organization  that  provides 
low-cost  workshops  and  equipment  access  to  emerging  video/filmmakers 
and  community  organizations.  He  has  helped  community  members 
create  more  than  200  documentaries  chronicling  major  issues  and 
concerns  facing  urban  communities. 

Massiah  is  the  recipient  of  a  MacArthur  Foundation  Fellowship,  a 
Pew  Fellowship,  and  two  Rockefeller  Intercultural  Fellowships  for  his 
documentary  filmmaking,  and  he  has  received  awards  from  a  wide  range 
of  other  organizations.  He  received  a  B.A.  from  Cornell  University  and 
an  M.S.  in  documentary  filmmaking  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  He  is  currently  the  Eugene  M.  Lang  Visiting  Professor  for 
Issues  of  Social  Change  at  Swarthmore  College,  and  has  been  an  artist- 
in-residence  and  on  the  faculty  of  City  College  of  New  York,  Princeton 
University,  Ithaca  College,  the  Center  for  Africana  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  American  University  and  Haverford  College. 


Bill  Moggridge 

Bill  Moggridge  is  the  director  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution's 
Cooper-Hewitt  National  Design  Museum,  the  only  museum  in  the 
United  States  devoted  exclusively  to  historic  and  contemporary 
design.  A  design  pioneer,  he  designed  the  first  laptop  computer,  the 
Grid  Compass,  launched  in  1982.  Moggridge  is  a  co-founder  of  the 
groundbreaking  design  firm  IDEO,  where  he  developed  design  methods 
for  interdisciplinary  design  teams.  He  is  a  leading  spokesperson  for  the 
value  of  design  in  everyday  life. 

A  Royal  Designer  for  Industry,  Britain's  highest  accolade  for  designers, 
Moggridge  pioneered  interaction  design  and  is  one  of  the  first  people  to 
integrate  human  factors  into  the  design  of  software  and  hardware.  He 
has  been  a  trustee  of  the  Design  Museum  in  London,  visiting  professor 
in  Interaction  Design  at  the  Royal  College  of  Art,  and  consulting 
associate  professor  in  the  design  program  at  Stanford  University.  He 
was  honored  with  the  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  at  Cooper-Hewitt's 
National  Design  Awards  in  2009,  and  the  Prince  Philip  Designers  Prize 
in  2010

."".-    University  Academic  Traditions 


Led  by  the  Grand  Marshal  carrying  the  University  mace,  the  academic 
procession  begins  with  the  candidates  for  degrees,  followed  by  the 
faculty  from  the  three  colleges  and  the  division  of  Liberal  Arts,  who  in 
turn  are  followed  by  the  president's  council,  deans,  provost,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  distinguished  guests,  chairman  of  the  Board  and 
the  president  of  the  University. 

The  tradition  of  academic  regalia  dates  from  the  12th  and  13th 
centuries,  when  universities  were  emerging  from  religious  organizations. 
The  tradition  of  a  long  robe  for  academia  arrived  in  the  country  with 
the  colonists  and  served  as  the  norm  in  Harvard  College,  the  College 
of  William  and  Mary,  and  all  American  colleges  and  universities 
founded  in  the  two  centuries  thereafter.  In  1932,  the  American  Council 
on  Education  authorized  a  Committee  on  Academic  Costumes  and 
Ceremonies  to  oversee  the  code  for  academic  regalia. 

The  gown  for  the  bachelor's  degree  has  pointed  sleeves  and  is  designed 
to  be  worn  closed.  The  gown  for  the  master's  degrees  has  an  oblong 
sleeve,  while  the  gowns  of  the  doctoral  degree  have  bell  shaped  sleeves 
and  are  often  trimmed  with  velvet.  Black  is  the  standard  color  for 
bachelors  and  masters  degree  robes.  Doctoral  degree  robes  may  be 
black  or  of  a  special  color  and  design  as  established  by  the  particular 
institution. 

Master's  degree  hoods  are  usually  shorter  than  those  for  doctoral 
degrees.  The  color  of  the  hood  lining  usually  denotes  the  school's  official 
color,  and  the  velvet  trim,  the  earned  degree.  For  example,  brown  is  the 
color  reserved  for  fine  arts  degrees,  pink  for  music,  blue  for  philosophy, 
yellow/gold  for  science,  purple  for  law,  and  white  for  literature. 
The  color  and  shape  of  the  hats  and  tassels  is  a  matter  of  national, 
institutional  or  personal  preference. 

The  presidential  mace  and  medaUion  were  designed,  crafted,  and 
presented  by  Richard  H.  Reinhardt  (1921-1998),  alumnus,  faculty 
member,  former  dean  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art,  and  Professor 
Emeritus.  The  medallion  incorporates  a  medal  coined  in  1876  in  honor 
of  the  United  States  Centennial  and  the  founding  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  a  forerunner  of  the  University. 
The  medallion's  grosgrain  ribbon  neckpiece  was  designed  and  woven  by 
Warren  Seelig,  professor  of  Crafts. 

The  highest  academically-ranked  student  within  each  of  the  three 
colleges  of  the  University  is  presented  with  the  University  of  the  Arts 
Medal  for  Academic  Achievement  during  the  commencement  ceremony. 
Students  who  are  graduating  with  academic  honors  wear  red  stoles  to 
denote  their  accomplishment.

The  University's  History 


The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  nation's  first  and  only  university 
dedicated  to  the  visual,  performing  and  communication  arts.  The 
University  evolved  from  two  century-old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  (PCA)  and  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts 
(PCPA). 

PCA  w^as  established  in  1876  as  part  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 
Together,  they  were  originally  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  created  in  response  to  the  growing  interest  in 
art  and  art  education  stirred  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposition.  In 
194flt  PCA  changed  its  name  to  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art, 
reflecting  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in  a  variety  of  areas. 
The  school  received  accreditation  as  a  college  in  1959,  and  in  1964  it 
separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  the  University  of  the  Arts  date  back 
to  ^^^,  when  three  graduates  of  Germany's  Leipzig  Conservatory 
opened  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy,  one  of  the  first  European- 
style  conservatories  of  music  in  America.  The  Academy  became  an 
independent  college  of  music  in  1950,  one  of  only  eight  institutions 
in  the  nation  to  offer  four-year  Bachelor  of  Music  degrees.  The  school 
changed  its  name  to  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA) 
in  1976.  One  year  later,  the  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy  became  part 
of  PCPA  and,  in  1983,  the  School  of  Theater  was  created,  achieving  the 
college's  ideal  combination  of  dance,  music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  merged  to  become  the  Philadelphia  Colleges 
of  the  Arts,  a  collaboration  bringing  the  institution  one  step  closer  to 
becoming  the  nation's  first  comprehensive  arts  university.  After  being 
granted  university  status  in  1987,  the  University  of  the  Arts  became 
the  largest  institution  of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  offering  programs  in 
design,  fine  arts,  media  arts,  crafts,  music,  dance  and  theater.  In  1996 
the  University  established  the  College  of  Media  and  Communication, 
offering  degrees  in  Communication,  Writing  for  Film  and  Television,  and 
Multimedia. 

Today,  the  University's  2,300  students,  enrolled  in  25  undergraduate 
and  10  graduate  programs,  are  taught  by  almost  500  full-  and  part-time 
faculty  members  on  the  University's  campus,  located  on  Philadelphia's 
vibrant  Avenue  of  the  Arts.  The  University's  undergraduate  programs 
include  Acting,  Animation,  Ballet,  Communication,  Crafts  with 
an  emphasis  in  Ceramics,  Fibers,  Jewelry/Metals,  or  Wood,  Dance 
Education,  Digital  FilmA^ideo,  Graphic  Design,  Illustration,  Industrial 
Design,  Instrumental  Performance,  Jazz  Dance,  Modern  Dance, 
Multidisciplinary  Fine  Arts,  Multimedia,  Music  Composition,  Musical 
Theater,  Painting  &  Drawing,  Photography,  Printmaking/Book  Arts, 
Sculpture,  Theater  Design  and  Technology,  Theater  Management  and 
Production,  Vocal  Performance  and  Writing  for  Film  and  Television. 

Graduate  programs  include  Art  Education,  Book  Arts/Printmaking, 
Ceramics,  Industrial  Design,  Jazz  Vocal  Studies,  Jazz  Instrumental 
Studies,  Museum  Communication,  Museum  Education,  Museum 
Exhibition  Planning  &  Design,  Music  Education,  Painting,  Sculpture, 
and  Teaching  Visual  Arts.
